NOTE ^ 

Turning On the Calculator 

• The calculator automatically 
turns off when it is not exposed 
to light. 

• If you do not press a key for 
about 7 minutes, the calculator 
automatically turns off, losing 
any pending calculations. 

Correcting Entry Errors 
Be sure to press CE to correct 
entry errors. Pressing ON/C clears 
all calculations and 0 appears. 


Four-Function Memory — 

saves important subtotals, 
and lets you add to and 
subtract from them. 


Percentage Key — simplifies 
discount, percentage change, 
and tax calculations. 


Constant Calculations — let you 

add, subtract, divide, or multiply the 
same number over and over without 
having to re-enter that number. 


Square Root Key — quickly 
computes the square root of 
the displayed number. 


TURNING ON THE 
CALCULATOR 

1 . Press ON/C to turn on the calculator. 

2. To clear the calculator for the next entry, press ON/C 
again. 0. appears. 

CORRECTING ENTRY ERRORS 

If you enter an incorrect value, press CE once. Then enter 
the correct vaiue and continue your calcuiation. ^ 

If you press an incorrect function key (+, - x, -r), simpiy 
press the correct key and continue your caicuiation. 
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^ NOTE 

ERROR appears on the upper right 

corner of the display when: 

• A calculation result exceeds 8 
digits. This is an overflow error 
(see “Estimating Calculation 
Results”). 

• A memory calculation result 
exceeds 8 digits to the left of the 
decimal point. Memory contents 
remain unchanged. 

• You try to divide by 0. 

• You try to calculate the square 
root of a negative number. 


CALCULATION ERRORS 

If ERROR appears, press ON/C to clear the error. O' 

Estimating Calculation Results 

If you perform a calculation that results in an overflow error, 
follow these steps to estimate the correct result to 8 
significant digits. 

1 . Count the number of digits to the left of the decimal 
point. 

2. Remove the decimal point. 

3. Add as many zeros to the right of the number as there 
were digits to the left of the decimal point. 

For example, if ERROR 1.01S208S appears, the 
approximate answer is 101 ,420,640. If ERROR 313.T03ST 
appears, the approximate answer is 31,970,347,000.

Memory Calculation 

To store a value in memory, first press MC (memory ciear) 
to clear the memory, then press ON/C to clear all 
calculations. 

To add a value to memory, enter the number or calculation 
you want to add, then press M+. The calculator totals the 
current calculation, and adds that value to memory. 

To subtract a value from memory, enter the number or 
calculation you want to subtract, then press M-. The 
calculator totals the current calculation, then subtracts that 
value from memory. 
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To recall a value from memory, press MR (memory recall) 
once.
